At this time the NYO is not considering 
an interview with LITTLE since he is out of the country 
and the exact extent of assistance from subversive groups 
and individuals solicited or received is not yet fully 
determined.

In January 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD hac 
described-his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation of 
Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 


On July 10, 1963, a second source advised ELIJAH MUNAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Ill., 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, MTHAMMAD 
and other NOI officials, when referring to Muhammad's organize:ion 
on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" 
when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which wes orizinclly 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Mich. MTHAMMAD claims to have been 
selected by Allah, the Suprer2 Being, to lead the so-called Negro 
race out of slavery in the wilcerness of North America by estabiishing 
an inderendent btiack nation in the United States. Members following

-_ ‘The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally orgenized in 
1930 in De*+roit, Michigan. Muhammad claims to have been selected by Alleh, the 
Supreme Being, to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of 
North America by establishing an independent black nation in the United Statas.. 
Members following Muhammad's teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" helieve 
there is ro such thing as a Negro; that the sc-called Negroes are slaves of the 
white race, referred to as "white devils”, the United States; and that the white 
race, because of its exploitetion of the so-called Negroes, must and will be des- 
troyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 


In the past, officielc and members of the NOl, including Muhammad, have 
refused to register uncer the provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have 
declared that menbers ewe ne allegiance to the Urited States. 


On May 5, 1958, the firet source advised Muhammad had, upon advice of 
legal counsel, tempered his personal statements and instructions to his ministers 
cencerning the principles of his orgenization in order to aveid possible presecution 
by the United States Government; however, he dic not indicste any fundamental changes 
in the teachings of his organization. 


On July 10, 1963, a third source advised Mubcrmad had early in July, 
1958, decided to de-emphasize the reiigicus aspects ef the teachings of Islam and te 
atress ths economic benefits to be derived by those Necroes who joined the NOI. 
This policy change, according to Muhamzuad, would help hic acquire additional follow 
ers and create more interest in his programs.

On September 1, 1954, a confidential source 
furnished the following information: 


a &£. ROBERT KAUFMAN of Baltimore, Maryi:.nd, during the 
latter part of August, 1964, had made arrangements to rent the 
Polytechnic High School Auditorium in Baltimore fcr September 12 
and 13, 1964. KAUFMAN had told the Baltimore Board of Ecucation 
officials thet he planned to brings in a speaker from the 
Organization of Afro-American Unity COBALT) 

A second confidential source on June 30, 1961, 
identified ROBERT KAUFMAN’ as an Officer-at-large of the Maryland 
Chanter of the Feir Play/for Cuba Committee, and on October 19, 
1951, identified ROBERTKAUFMAN as the Chairman of the Young 
Socialist Alliance in Baltimore, Maryland. 


KAUFMAN in contacting the Board of Ecucation 
orficials told them that the speaker (vho was not namec) was 
being brought in by tne "Freedom Forum Committee" of Baltimore. 

he source knows that the "Freedom Forum Committee’ has no real 
substance and is a fictitious organization created by nAUrMAN. 


SUFMAN, prior to written permission from the Board 
of Education, issued press releases under the name of the Freedom 
Forum Committee announcing that MALCOLM Z, Cheirman of the 
Organization of Afro-American Unity would speak at the Folytechnic 
Auditorium September 12, 1964, with the main topic to be 
recent conferences which MALCOLM X hes had with leaders ov the 
African Nations and the proposals he will make before the 
United Nations concerning racial violence in many American cities. 
MALCOLM X was also to explain his position of “self-defense’ 
as: opposed to "nonviolence." | 


On August 23, 1904, the officials of the Board of

- The A ril 6, 1960, edition of "The iwew York Times" 
newspaper contained a full-peze acvertisement ca>tionec 
"What Is Really Happening Im Cuba," placed by the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee (FPCC). -This advertisement announcec 
the formation of the FPCC in Wew York C3 -ty and declared the 
FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary 
Cuba" to neutralize the distorted American press. 


“The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United states 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 
Drs Charles A. Santos-Buch identified himself and Robert 
Taber as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and 
Taber obtained funds ire: the Cuban Government which were 
applied toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the 
first two years cf the FPCC's existence there was a struggle 
between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
elements to exert their power within the FrcC and thereby 
influence FPCC policy. This scurce added that during the 
past year there hac been a successful effort by FPCC leader- 
ship to minimize the role cf these and other corganizaticn:s 
in the FrcC sc that their influence as cof liay, 1963, was 
negligible.

On August 24, 19654, NY T-4 advised that the 
six or seven individuals in Boston, who had originally 
formed a loose-knit group to follow MALCOLM X, had 
Gissipated. The reasonsfor this are that MALCOLM X 
has been in Africé to long, particularily et a time 
when there is so much civil rights strife, and decause 
MALCOLM X‘s sister, ELLA COLLINS, had attempted to put 
in as Jeader cf the group one who did not have the 
respect of the others.

(2) Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


On July 13, 1964, NY T-5 advised thet a 
small group of six individuals in Fniledelsnia led 
by AARON WRIGHT are in the process of organizing the 
MMI there and after that group is orgenized, they will 
then start an OAAU. The MMI will run the OAAU in 
Philadelphia. Other organizations will be brought 
into the OAAU and the OAAU would take pert in civil 
rights matters. However, accordirs ea WRIGHT, members 
of the MMI would control the OAAU and must be careful 

- Of Marxist, Cormunist and Socialist groups trying to 

infiltrate ‘the organization. WRIGHT stated that these 
groups would be allowed to join but must not contro 
the organization. The OAAU headquarters in New Yorx Cty 
furnished instructions to the Philadelphia memcers on 
how to set uy tiie organization.

II. AIMS AND PURFOSES 
The July 3, 1964 editicn of she "New York 
»World Telegram and Sun” contained an erticle on page 3, 
featuring an intervie; with MALCOLM X and captioned 
“MALCOLM X 'Angriest Muslim' Changes Mind." 
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This article indicated that MALCOLM X hes 
done & complete about face on the question of separetion 
of races and now preaches a message of brotnerhood 
with the whites. The article quoted MALCOLM X as stat. 
"We don't believe in any of MUHAMMAD's philosophy 
of separation. ‘le believe the Afro-American snoulid have 
his full part in the entire American exverience. ‘Tre 
“article indiceted that although MALCOLM X still hates, 
his hate has shifted from the white race to “white 
racists." He was quoted as stating “we reelize that ali white 
peorle are not bad," and he Cescrited his new CALU 
group as "a 'grass-roots' movement drating ts membershiv 
from all .strata of America's 22-miilion Negroes. " 


Accorcing to NY T-1, 6n Cune 29, 1954, 
tALCOLM X mage the oilowing remaris concerning we ban 
cf the OAAU ét the previously mentioned Mii rei? ¥ 
June 28, 1964, when he announced the formation ef tie 
CAAU:

Its leading aim will be to teke the raciel sivuation 
in América to the United Nations. 


MALCOLM X also claimed that the group nec 
the support of many local unnamed organizations and 
individuals and of some newAfro-Asian nations, particuléerly 
Ghana. 


The June 29, 1964 edition of tne "New Yerk 
Times, a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 32 concerrin,; the meeting 
at which the OAAU formation was annecunced. The article 
stated that at this meeting MALCCLMN X cailed for unity 
among Negrces jn their fight for civil rights. 
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On June 30, 1964, NY T-1 made available a 
tape recording of the MMI rally held on June 28, 1954. 
at wnich the OAAU formation was anncunced. 


A review of this recording reflected the 
following ccmments by MALCOLM X% on the @ims of the 
OAAU: 


The OAAU will fight wnoever cets in ‘our’ 
way in seeking the complete independence of people of 
African descent, and they would fight by any means 


‘necessary. Tne GAAU would be open for membership to ell 


recple of African descent. The aim of the OAAU is 
to eliminate differences between ivegroes and then 
tc get all Negroes to work together for their “Hanan 
Rights." 


According to MALCOLM x, the United Svetes 
Government is unable to solve the racial problem t::':s, 
the problem is no longer one of civil rights but ons ¢* 
"Human Rights" which can only be solved on an internacional 
scale. Thus, the first objective of the OAAU is to 
anternationalize the American recial provlem by tixinct 
it to the United Hations. 


The OAAU, according to MALCOLM ZX, has Deen 
formed to meet the needs cf black people independent 
of the white community and is patterned efte> the 
Organization Of African Unity formed by African Heads 
of States at a meeting in Ethiopia in May, 1963. 


MALCOLM X condemned the non-viclent civil 
rignts mevement and its leaders, stating that Negroes 
should be taught to protect themselves when and if 
necessary. He indicated he would contact other Negro 
leaders and inform tl.em that if the Gover.ment will not 
protect them in their civil rights endeevors, then tne; 
can call on the CAAU for assistance, if needed. 


MALCOLM X also indicated that the OAAU 
would have the following departments.

On July 1, 1964, MY T-5 advised that in the 
course of the above mentioned really, on July 26, 19¢4, 
when the formation of the OAAU was announced, MaLCCciii X 
read the aims and objectives of the O&AAU to the 
audience. 


On June’30; 1964, NY T-7 furnished a printed 
copy cf. the aims and murposes of tie OAAU referred to 
above which reads as follows:

The 
textbooks tell our children nothing about the great 
contributions of Afro-Americans to the growth and 
development of this country. The Board of Education's

We want Afro-American teachers in these 
schools. We want textbooks written by Afro-Americans 
that are acceptable tc us to be used in these schools.

“The Organization of Afro-American Unity recognizes 
the tremendous impoitance of the complete involvement 
of Afro-American parents in every pi-ase of school life.

"Basically, there are two kinds of power that count tr, 
America: eccnoizic anc political, with social power csriving 
from the to. In order for the Afro-Americans to control

political and social. This can onlv te done tnrough 
organization. 


"The Organization of Afro-imerican Unity will organize 
the Afro-Americen community block by block to make the

E. Finances 


In the interview of MALCOLM X, which 
appeared on page 1 of the June 14, 1964, edition of 
the "Sunday Star, Washington, D.C. newspaper, 
MALCOLM X, in speaking of financing his new organization, 
stated: ‘we are scratching. I do not have any 
expensive habits. I have never met a true 
revolutionary who worried about money.’ 
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At the MMI rally held in New York City on 
June 28, 1964, at which the formation of the OAAU 
was announced, MALCOLM X stated that the membership 
fee in the OAAU would be $2.00 per perscn and thereafter 
each member would donate $1.00 per week. He also 
urged those in attendance to join the OAAU by stopping 
after the meeting at the tables set uv in the rear.

"The Organization of Afre-American Unity (OAAU) 
has been foiw:.:' by a cross section of America's Africéen - 
American coriius .ty, end is patterned efter the lettur : 
and spirit cf ti:e Organization of African Unity (O..U). : 3 


"Just as the Organization cf Africar. Unity has oie: 
célled upon all Africén leaders to submerge their oe 
adifferences and unite on common objectives for the comaon 
good @f all Africans- - in Americe tne Orgér.isation of 
ifro-American Unity hes called upon Afro-American 
leaders to submerge their difference: and find areas of 
agreement wherein we can work in unity for the good 
of the entire twenty-two million African-Americans. 


"Since the twenty-two million of us were originaily 
Africans, who are now in America, not b:" choice but only 
by a cruel accident in our history, we stroncaiy telicve 
that African problems are our problems end our problems 
are African problems.... 


"We, in America, are your long lost Brothers ane 
Sisters, and I am here only to remind you that our proliems are 
your prodems. AS the African-Americans “awaken” today, we 
find ouselves in a Strange Land that has rejected us, ani, 
like the Prodigal Son, we are turning tc our Elder Brothers 
for help. We pra: our pleas will not fall upon deaf ears.,.. 
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"During the past ten years the entire world has 
witnessed our men, women and children being attacked and 
bitten by vicious police dogs, brutally beaten by 
police clubs, and washed down the sewers by high-pressure 
water hoses that would rip the clothes from our bodies 
and the flesh from our limbs. 

"And, all of these inhuman atrocities have been 
inflicted upon us by the American Governmental authcrities, 
the police, themselves, for no reason cther than we 
seek the recognition end respect granted other human 
beings in America. 


“YOUR EXCELLENCIES: 


“The fnorican Government is either unebie or 
unwilling to prwtect the lives and property of your 
twenty-.vwo millicn African-American brothers and 
sieters. We stand defenseless, at the mercy of 
Americen racists who murder us at will for no reason 
other than we are.black and of African descent.... 


"Our problem is your probiem. Nc matter how much 
independence Africans get here on the Mother Continent, 
unless you wear your Nétional dress at all times when 
you visit America, you may be mistaken for one of us 
and suffer the same psychological and physical 
mutilation that is an everyday occurrence in our lives. 


"Your problems will never be fully soived until 
and unless ours are solved. You will never bo2 fully 
respected until and unless we are also wespected. Yov 
will never be recognized as free human beings until 
and unless we are also recognized and treated as 
human beings. 

“Our problem is your problem. It is not a Negre 
problem, nor an Americen problem. This is 4 world 
problem; a problem for humanity. It is not a problem 
of civil rights, but a problem of human rights.... 
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"We pray that our African brothers have not 
freed themselves of European colonialism only to be 
overcome and held in check now by American dollarism. 
eae a American racism be 'legalized' by American 

Ollarism.

"America is worse than South Africa, because not 
only is America racist, but she is also deceitf 12 
and hypocritical. South Africa preaches segregation 
and practices segregation. She, at least, prectices 
what she preaches. America preaches integration and 
practices segregation. She preaches one thing while 
‘deceitfully practicing another.... 


"If South Africa is guilty of violating the 
human rights c” Africans here on the Mother Continent, 
then America is cuilty of worse violations cf tne 
*wenty-two miliicn Africans on the American continent. 
And, if South African racism is not a domestic isst:2, 
then Americen racism also is not a domestic issue. 


“Many of you nave been led to believe that the 
much publicizea, recently passed Civil hights Bir: is 
&@ sign that America is making a sincere effort to 
correct the injustices we have sufferecthere. This 
propaganda is part of her deceit and trickery to keep 
the African Nations from condemning her racist practices 
before the United Nations, as you are now dcing as 
regards the same practices of South Africa.... 


"The Organization of Afro-American Unity, in 
cooperation with a coalition of other Negro leaders and 
organizations, have decided to elevate our freedom 
struggle above the domestic level of civil rights. 

We intend to ‘internationalize' it b: placing it at the 
level of human rights. Our freedom strugzile for human 
dignity is no longer confined to the do:nestic jurisdiction 
of the United States Government. 


“— 7.7,’ ‘ 
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“We beseech the Independent African States to 
help us bring our problem before the United Nations, 
on the grounds that the United States Government is 
morally incapable of protecting the lives and the 
property cf twenty-two million African-Americans. 
And, on the grounds that our deteriorating plight is 
Gefinitely vecoming a threat to world peace. 


- "Out of frustration and hopelessness our young 
people have reached the point of no return. We no 
longer endorse patience and turning-the -other-cheek. 

We assert the right of self-defense by whatever means 
necessary, and reserve the right of ma:imum retvaliat2¢r 
against our:racist oppressors, no matter what the odds 
against us ere. 


"From here on in, if we must die anyway, we will 
Gie fighting baciz, and we will not die alone. We intend 
see that our racist oppressors also get a taste of 
eath. 


"Vie ave well awere that our future efforts to 
defend ourselves by retaliating--by meccing violence 
with violence, eye for eye and tooth for tooth--could 
create the type of racial conflict in America that 
could easily escalate into a violent, worldwide, 
bloody race war. 


"In the interests of world peace and security, 
we beseech the Heads of Independent African States to 
recommend an immediate investigation into our problem 
by the United Nations Commission on Euman Rights. 


"If this humble plea that I en voicing at this 
Con.erence is not properly worded, then let our 
Elder Brothers, who know the legal languege come to 
our aid and word our plea in the proper language 
necessary for it to be heard. 


“One lest word, my beloved Brothers at this 
African Summit: 
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" 'No one knows the master better than his 
servant.' We have been servants in America for over 
300 years. We have a thorough, inside knowledge of 
this man who calls himself ‘Uncle Sam.' Therefore, 
you must heed our warning: Don't escape from European 
Colonialism only to become even more enslaved by 
Geceitful, 'friendly' American dollarism.

C. Racial Rioting in New York City, Juiy, 10464 


From July 18, 1964 to July 22, 1964, rioting 
took place in the Harlem and Bedfordc-Stuyvesant areas, 
the major Negro concentrations in New York City. This 
rioting was ignited by the fatal shooting of JAMES 
POWELL, & Negro youth, by off-duty New York City 
Police Department (NYCPD) Lieutenant THOMAS GILLIGEN, 
on July 15, 1964.

dave from oS p.m., e Uongress of Racial Equality 
.CORE) held a demonstration in Harlem et Seventh Avenue 
and 125th Street, New York City. This demonstration 
was to protest the shooting of JAMES POWELL. At the 
conclusion of the rally, BENJAMIN 2X GOODMAN, ea 

former NOI Assistant Minister who joined with MALCOLM X 
and is now an MMI official, spoke to the crowd as a 
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representative of the OAAU. He stirred them up b 
stating that Negroes should arm themselves for self- 
protection and that Negroes must be willing to spill 
biood for freedom. After his speech, GOODMAN left 
the area and did not participate further in the rally 
or demonstration. 


At the close of the rally, the crowd wés 
directed to other speakers at an opposite corner of 
Seventh Avenue and 125th Street, after which the 
crowd marched on the 28th Precinct of the NYCPD locatec 
on Vest l23rd Street in the Harlem section of New York 
City. 


on July 19, 1964, that when the above mentioned crowd 


arrived at ths O2th Precinct they began a demonstration 
there protesting the shooting of POWELL. During the 
demonstration e@ Lottle was thrown at a policeman eé2 the 
order was then given to clear the area in front of tine 
Precinct. Efforts by the NYCPD to clear the erea 
resulted in several arrests of persons who refused to 
move and this led to the breaking out cf fighting, 
looting, disorder ani defiance of police thit spread 

€all over the..Harlem area throughout that night. 


Cn July 15, 1964, NY T-2 advised that 
members of the MMI and OAAU were instructed to keep 
away from the rioting and not to get involved. 


On July 31, 10°64, NY T-2 advised thet 
MALCOLM X, in Africa, had sent instructions tc the 
MMI and OAAU concerning the racial disturbance and 
rioting in New York City during July, 1964. These 
instructions were that the MMI and OAAU were to work 
with the militant groups but to “obey the 1l4w." 
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D. Apparent Subversive Support 


On June 29, 1964, NY T-2 advised that 
CLARENCE JONES likes the statements of aims of the 
OAAU as announced by MALCOLM X and that JCNES offered 
to get copies of the statement and of MALCOLM X's 
speeches and comments printed without cost to MALCOLM x.

MYHAMMAD is the national leader of the NOZ; Muhammad's Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Aver.ve, Chicago, Illinois, 
43 the national hezdaquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S 
organization om a netionwice basis, cormenced using either 
"Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhenmad's 
Temples of Islenm." 


Tne YOI is an all-Néegro orgéenizstion which was 
originally organized in 19390 in Detroit, Micshigzn. MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selectcd by Allan, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out or Slivery in tne wiider- 
ness of North fmerica by estabiishing an independent black 
nation in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S 
teachings ana his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there 
is no such thing as a Negro; that the s0-ca:led Negrees are 
Slaves of the white race, referred to as "white devils," in 
the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 


In the pest, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 


On May 5, 1958, the first source edvised MUHAMMAD 
had,, upon advice of legal counsel, temperec his personal 
statements end instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization.

On November 9, 1964, a confidential source wiic 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
the OAAU has set up a judo class chiefly for the youth of 
Harlem although it is also open to all OMU members. This 
class is called the "Organization of United Brothers and 
Sisters" and meets Mondays and Thursdays at 8:00 P™ and 
Saturdays at 9:00 AM, on the fourth floor of 31 East 125th 
Street, New York City. Tne leaders of tis class are unimown 
at present, but it is known that only juao is being taught 
and nothing is being taught concerning firearms or weapons 
nor is there any type of propaganda indoctrination.

MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED 


The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York 
Tires," a daily rewsvaper published in New York, New York, 
cerss:ined an article on page 20 which indicated that 
60-2M X (LITTLE *), former nationel official of the Nation 
n: eat (nor) anda Minister y NOI Sages ot #7, New York, who 
beo.c with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in 
Nev sork City on Karch 12, 1664, that he had formed the 
Mapit.. Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to 
the avticie, would xe a broadly based politically orientex 
black nationalist r-vement for Negroes only, financed by 
volu~taery contributions. In this public statement MALCOLM X 
urgea Negroes to atendon the doctrine of non-violence wren 
it is necessary to sefend themselves in the civil rights 
struzgle, and he also suggested tnat Negroes form rifl- 
clubs to protect their lives and property in times of 
emergencies in areas where the governmer.t is unable or 
unwilling to protect them. 


Incorporation papers of the IMI filed on Maren ls, 
1964, with the business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect tnat the MMI was 
incorporated under “the Religious Corporavion Law of the 
State cof New York to work for the impartinz of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "acceptes 
Islatsic principals."

people in business and let them know about these loans. The 
purpose of this committee is to attempt to become friendly with 
people in small businesses to help them. The chairman of this 
committce is to turn in a report at least monthly to the Executive 
Secretary. 
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2s Cultural 


The purpose of this committee is to acquaint people 
with what is happening and what goes on in the African countries 
and make them aware of their African background. The head of 
the committee is to obtain films on Africa! from "Missions" 
in New York. The purpose of these films is to educate people 
on Africa and the African countries. When these films are shown 
there will be a charge of 25 cents a person for the films. In 
addition, the hzad of this committee is to obtain people with 
speaking ability who will introduce the main speakers at the 
regular meetings. 


3. Political Action 


This committee will have a voters registration drive 
and instruct the people on the way to vote. They may register 
with party but are to vote independent. 


4. Education 


The Education Committee is to set up a "liberation schoo: 
This school will teach AfroeAmerican history and African history. 
The teachers will be obtained from among the members and from 
Africans attending colleges in the area of the OAAU club. 


--In New York the "liberation school" is held from.10 a.m. 
noon on Saturday mornings and awards diplomas. 


5. Youth Division 


The Youth Division will teach organization arm leadershir 
to the youth and attempt to have all the youth attend the "literatio 
school." In addition they are to have organized sports activities. 
In the Youth Division, children under 14 will be charged 50 cents 
to join and pay dues of 25 cents a week. The youth will be used 
to distribute leaflets. : 


Dues for OAAU will be two dollars to join, one dollar 
a week anc one dollar a month tax. The Financial arrangements 
are to be kept secret. | 
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A fund drive committee will be formed that will give 
out literature to new members, take in the two dollars dues 
to join and turn this money over to the Financial Secretary. 
Whenever money is counted by a committee or members of a committee 
two people are to count the money and make out duplicate slips 
regarding the money received. One copy will go to the Finarcial 
Secretary and one copy to the Accountant. 


The organization is to set up a checking account with 
three persons being authorized to sign ghecks, the three persons 
being the Chairman, the Executive Secretary, anc the Financial 
Secretary. 


Yor New members, in addition to paying the dues, snould 
b2 instructec to attend meetings one-half hour before: scheduled 
time, at which time a class will be heid for the new members. 


| The membership of the organization is to be kept 
secret. There should be only two people who handle the complete 
membership list. These two should be responsible for collecting 
the dues and making a recore. Tnis record should be turned into 
the Executive Secretary and the accountant will be responsibie 
for all incoming and outgoing money. 


The OAAU should obtain an office that will be considered, 
by anyone entering, a business office. In New York tne OAAU is 
in the same suite as Muslim Mosque, Inc. (MMI). 


A woman should be hired who can type and act ar 
receptionist in the office. If possible, this woman should be 
able to take shorthand. This person will be the only person 
receiving money from OAAU. 


After the OAAU obtained a bank acccunt and has money, 
all officers should be paid.

—MAmuhenmed, left the organization shortly after Malcolm X was 
removed. Akbar estimated the Muslim membership at about 7,000 
and said that about 3,000 had left the organizetion. He remarked 
that he knows there are members of the top echelon wno do not 
go along with his father's teachings and leadership, but they 
Stay because they ere getting good salaries. 


Akbar rejected the idea of separete black states for 
Americen Negroes or returning them to Africa. He also refused 
to accept his father's teaching that "the whole race are devils.” 
The son said he will cooperate in many ways with various civil 
rights groups, but tnat he does not believe in the doctrine of 
non-violence. He does not believe in starting violence; however, 
he said he does not believe we should turn the other cheeck. The 
article concluded by stating that Akbar will teach Islam in 
Malcolm's Mosque in Los Angeles.

: MALCOLM told FRIEDMAN and DECKER snake not 
already known to the Bureau and New York. He stated in 
substance he has two organizations, Muslim Mosque, Inc., 
and the Organization of Afro-American Unity; the first 
being a political organization and the latter being a 
civil rights organization. He indicated his desire to 
bring the plight of the American Negro before the United 
Nations and stated he had recently travelled in Africa 
and the Middle East in that regard but furnished no 
specific information.

166th Street, New York City. Approximately six hundred 
persons were in attendance. There was extensive press 
coverage of the rally.’ 


The meetirg was opened by MMI Assistant 
Minister Benjamin ‘*2X~Goodman who made 4 few introductory 
remarks and then introduced the featurec speaker, OAAU 
and MMI -keader, Malcolm X Little. 


Malcolm X talked at length on the firebombs 
which were thrown into his house in the early morning 
of February 14, 1965, destroying the house. He was quite 
angry and upset that the incident had placed his wife and 
daughters in danger and he angrily accused the NOl of 
doing it on the direct orders of NOI leader, Elijah Muhammad. 
He ridiculed the suggestion by the NOI that he set the fire 
himself and claimed that he knew absolutely nothing about 
his being evicted from the house on February 15, 1965, basec 
on a court action by the NOI, until he heard it on the radio 
on February 15, 1965.

. @ daily newspaper published in New York, New York, contained 


an article on page 20 which indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE), 
forzer national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI) who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964. publicly announced in 

New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the Muslim 
Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to the article 
would be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
movement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary ccntributiosons. 
In this public statement "iALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrire of non-violence when it is necessary to defend 
thesselves in the civil rights strugéele, and he also suggestvec 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of emergencies in areas wnere the govern- 
ment is unable or unwilling to protect the::. 


Incorporation papers of the MEI filed on March 16, 

1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts. New York 
vounty, New York, New York, reflect tnat tre MMI was 
ineerporated under the Religious Corporetion Law of the 
State of New York to work for the iwparting cf the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accorGance with "accepted 
Islamic principals."

On June 28, 1964 MALCOLM X LITTLE , founder and leader of the Musliz 
Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly announced the formation of a new, all Nezro 
militant civil rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This announcement was mace at 
a public_rally held by the MMI in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, 


New York City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU aims read by MALCOLM X 
at this meeting indicates that it shall include "al‘" people of African des*ent 
in the Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters on the African 
continent. It is patterned after the "letter and spirit‘: of the Organization of 
African Unity established (by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that 
the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate differences between Negroes sc they can work 
togetrer for "human rights," while the initial objective is to "internationalize" 
the American civil rights movement by taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE 
condemned the non-violent civil rights movement and claims that Negroes should be 
taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary. The OAAU will sponsor a 
program for Negroes of education, politics, culture, economics ard socia= reform.

In response to questions asked at this conference 
Elijah Muhammad stated he was not afraid his life was in danger 
as he has done nothing to meke him afraid. He said the Black 
Muslims are not responsible for Malcolm's death as it is 
against Muslim teachings. He added that the death of Maicoln 
would have no ramification on the Muslim movement as there 
were not many people with Malcolm. He said the main 
disagreement between Malcolm and himself was over arms, and 
that NOI members are forbidden to carry arms while Malcolm 
favored the carrying of arms and was, therefore, the victim 
of what he preached. 


Muhammad also stated he was deepiv shockec cver 
Malcolm's violent death and said nothing separated Maicoim 
from the NOI but the issue of arms.

Muhammad stated he was sorry Malcolm met such a 
death because of his own teachings. He added that he was 
not concerned about his own life as the NOI was not involved 
in Malcolm's death at the hands of violent assassins. He 
added the NOI was conducting an investigation of its own 
followers in this matter.

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 1964, 
with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York County, New 
York, New York, reflect that the MMI was incorporated under the 
Religious Corporaticn Law of tre State of New York to work for 
the imparting cf the Islamic Faith and Islamic Religion in 
accordance with “accepted Islamic principals." The principal 
place of worship to be iocated in the Bcecrough of Manhattan, New 
York, New York. 


The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York Amsterdam 
News," a weekiy Negro rewspaper published in New York City, coa- 
tained an articie by columnist JAMES BOOKER in which he indicated 
that he hed heard that the visit by MALCOLM X with Muslim leaders 
during his African tour has changed him to become soft in his 
anti-white feelings ani to become more religious. 


On Octoter 6G, 1964, a confidential source advised that 
the MMI is app2rentiv aft filiated with the true orthodox Islamic 
Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic Foundation (of 
New York); 1 Riverside Drive, New York City. The only teachings 
f the MMI are on the Islamic Religion. 


A second confidential source advised on October 20,1964, 


that the headquarters cf the MiI are located in Suite 128, Hotel 


Theresa, 2090 Seventt Avenue, New York, New York, where they were 
established on March 16, 1864. These headquarters are shared with 
the Organization cof Atfro-Anerican Unity (OAAU) which. is also 
headed by MALCOLM X. 
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GANIZATION OF AFRO-AMERICAN UNITY (OAAU) 


On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of. the Muslim Nosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afrdé- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himseli as Chairman. This 
announcement wii: mad? at a public rally held by the MMI in 
the Audubon Ballroom, Breadway and 166th Street, New York City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU aims 
read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it shall 
include "all" neople of African descent in the Western 
Hemisphsore, as well as "our"brothers and sisters on the African 
continent. It is patterned after the “letter and spirit" of 
the Organization of African Unity established (by African 
heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the rémarlks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for 
“human rights,” while the initial objective is to “inter- 
nationalize” the American civil rights movement by taking it 
to the United Nations. LITTLE condemred the non-violent 
civil rights movement and claims that Negroes should be 
taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary. The 
OAAU will sponsor a program fcr Negroes of education, politics, 
culture, economics and social reforn.

I. STATH OF MALCOLM X_ 


| On Febrvery 21, 1965, NY T-14 advised that CAAU 
Chairman PALCO:.#i X LITTLE was shot and killed at approximately 
3:10 p.m. that cate, while addressing an OAfAU public 
rally in the Anccbon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, 


New York City. 
On Felruary 21, 1965, Special acent (sa) 


reviewed complaint report number UF 61-993 at the 
3+th Precinct, New York City Police Department (NYCPD), New York. 
New York, which reflected that "HALCOL‘ X%" was shot and killed 
by unknown person(s) at 3:10 p.m., Febrvary 21, 1965, et the 
Audubon Ballroom, New York City. The complaint report 

reflected that MALCOLM X was pronounced dead on arrival at 
Vanderbiit Clinic, Nev York City, by Doctor J. A. COLLINS. 


The March 23, 1965 edition of the New York Courier", 
a weekly Negro newspaper publisheec in New York City, contained 
an article on phere one which reflected that the New York City 
Police Derartment has arrested three NOI members for the killing 
of MALCOLM X on February 21, 1905.

| II. AIMS OF THE OAAU 


f A. Generel 


; NY T-2 and NY T-9 on October 18, 1964 and November 6, 
1964, respecv.ively, furnished an undated OAAU throweway 
which sets out in general the aims of the OAAU as follicws: 


“Concéived by Malcolm X in the letter and spirit of 
the Organization of African Unity which is comprised of 
the heads of thirty-four independent African Nations. 
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"Objective: To reestablish the ties of Afro- 
Americans wiitr «if African brothers, ties thet the United 
States Govevimcnt had to completely sever in order to 
enslave vs, l.znee ties that must be reestablished 


for the Afro-American to obtain complete and meaningful 
independence. | 


"Also to provide a broad enough organizational 


base for a; Afro-American to participate in any phas: ofthe 
freedoss stcuvzle. " 
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Volume 1, Number 4, of the OAAU publication "OAAU 
Blacklash" contains an article on page 5, captioned "OAAU In 
Action" which states in part: 


"The Organization of Afro-American Unity is an 
organization dedicated to the belief that the Black ‘rsricere 
mu3t assume control of their communities, politically, 
economically, and culturally. It also asserts the 
right of self-defense, for the black people in those 
areas where the Government is either unable . or unwilling 
to protect them. Of course, in this white supremist 
rept | those areas cover the policy of the United 

tates". 


B. Condemnation of United States Racial 
Policy in the United Nations 


On November 12, 1964, NY T-6 advised that following 
the expected return of MALCOLM X from Africa in mid-Ncovember, 
1964, the OAAU will work to have the American racial 
problem taken before the United Nations (UN). It is expected 
that MALCOLM X will work with unidentified Africans in 
the scheduled General Assembly session in an effort to place 
the treatment of American Negroes by the United States sefore 
the Assembly. These unidentified Africans are currently 
individuals whom MALCOLM X has developed as friends during 
his current African tour. 


NY T-6 further advised on November 12, 1964, that 
while in Africa during July, 1964, MALCOLM X attended the 
Cairo meeting of the Organization of African Unity held by the 
various heads of African states.. At this meeting MALCOLM .. 
lobbied to get these heads of state to pass a resolution 
conderning racial discrimination in America. 


Volume 1, Number 7, of the OAAU publication "OAAU Slackish" 
contains an article on page 3, captioned "Racist America 
Blasted by Africa ". This articie read as follows: 
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.... “The following resolution was passéd at the Cairo 
| African Summit Conference in July, 1964. Brother Malcolm 


X attended the conference and urged the passing cof this

The New York City police force has 5&n — 
the green light. Ail parents of teenage sons fed 
better be aware of the danrers that their sons 
now face.

To a potential killer, of which 
there are now many roaming around Harlem, if he 
is bicc:: he's available ror shooting. 
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"Once again the white power structure 


has shown its total concempt for the 

people of Harlem and other black

that the life of a black man, woman, or 
child is worth iess in this racist society then 
that of a white man. This was true 

350 years ago; iv is true today. GILLIGAN 
killed a black yesterday; tomorrow someone 
else will kill one.

This same edition duted Septemoer 14, 1964, had 


anotuer editorial captioned "Representatives Or Intermediators".

majority rather chan representatives 

of the black minority to the white majority. 

One of the definitions of a representetive 

is that he is typifying or typical of a 

group or class.

Nations on December i, 1964, and urged those at the rally tc 
participete. This source advised, however, that MALCOLM X did not 
offer any organized support for this demonstration.

D. African Activity 


On September 3, 1964, Ny T-8 furnthed an undated

me I felt I would be away longer than most of you then reaiised, 
but I didn't anticipate it would be quite this long....No 
progress can be made by Afro-Americans without tne sympathy 
and support at the international level by our African Brothers. 
This understanding aif mutual interests cannot be set up and 
developed over night.. 
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"The UPI office here in Cairo sent out a report 
on the resolution passed ty the Organization of African 
Unity condeming the United States on its treatment of Afro- 
Americans the day after it was passed, but it has been siyressec 
by the ‘Powers’ there in the States for fear it would give tco 
much recognition and credit to the OAAU for its passage and 
therefore, minimize the importance of tne Civil Rights groups." 


On November 6, 1964, NY T-9 f Apghe an OAAU 
press release dated September 1, 1964,/'8¢t™out/Statement 

to the press made by MALCOLM X in Cairo, Egypt on August el, 
1964. This press release accused the Western powers of playing 
down the Second African Summit Conference recently held in 
Cairo, and it described Africa as the "key" for the balance 

of power struggle between the East and tne West. This 

press release read in part as follows: 


"T had traveled over 6000 miles from /fmerica to 
attend this African Summit Conference as an observer. Thc 
Organization of Afro-American Unity (OAAU), which is p2tterned 
after tne letter and spirit of the Organization of African 
Unity (OAU), had sent me to present the true plight and 
the feelings of 22 million Afro-Americans to these Heads of 
Independent African States. 


"Upon my arrivai in Cairo = ws met with open arms 
by the African Leaders and their varicus deiegations. I 
found no doors closed to me. They asked me to prepare a 


memorandum or the real status of our people in America, 
explaining how we are also victimized by neo-imperieiism 

in its racist American form, and they urged me to present my 
memorandum to the Conference so they could take action on 

it in our beraf. 


"I tried to summarize our plight in as few words 
as possible, but my memorandum of continued actrocities 
against the Afro-American by racists in the 
Urted St#es still stretched into nine peges. It charged 
America with practicing a worse form of organized racism 
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"than South Africa;. and:described how this racist element in 
the State Department had skilfully alientated us from the 
natural sympathy and support of our African Brothers in our 


s@reedom-struggle by using white ‘liberels' to gain our friend- 
-@hip and confidence in order to ‘advise’ and manuver us into 


a 12-year fight for our civil rights, knowing that as long 

as our freedom-struggle was labeled civil rights it would te 
considered by the African nations as American ‘domestic’ affairs 
éEnd our plight would remain within the sole jurisdiction of 

the American federal government for a ‘solution’. 

"M77 memorandum charged that this same racist element 
in the State Department knev that our newly formed Organizaticn 
of Afro-American Unity (OAAU) was planning tc internationealice 
America's race problem by lifting it from the level of civi. 
rights to a struggle for the universally recognized HUMAN RIGHTS, 
and on these grounds we could then bring Americe before the 
United Nations and charge her with violating the UN Declaration 
re ig Rights anc thereby of also violating the UN Charter 

self. 


"In order to keep the Organization cf Afro-American 
Unity (OAAU) from gaining the interest, sympathy and support 
of the Indepencent African States in our effort to bring the 
miserable plight of the 22 million Afro-Americans before 
the UN, the racist element in the State Department very shrewdly 
gave maximum world-vde publicity tothe recent passage cf the 
Civil Rights Bill...which was actually only a desperate atterrt 
to make the Afrban States think she was sincerely trying to 
correct the continued injustices done to us, and thereby 
manuver the African governments into permitting America to keep 


her racism ‘domestic’ and still within her sole jurisdiction. 


; "This racist element within the State Department realizes 
that if any intelligent, truely militant Afro-American is ever 
permitted to come before tne United Naticns to testify in 

behalf of the 22 million mistreated Afro-Americans, 

our dark-skinned brothers and sisters in Africa, Asia and 

Latin America would then see America as a ‘Brute Beast’, 

even more cruel and vulturous than the colonial powers of 


Europe and South Africa combined. I was relieved end delighted 
: to learn how easily most of the African Heads cf State and 
‘ @Qheir adviscrs could see through the tricks of the American 


racists. One of them told me he knew the Civil Rights Bill

Thus it is felt that with the loss of the two 
primary reasons for its existence, the OAAU will not survive 
or, at the least, will cease to be a potential threat to 
the national security. In fact, the leadership and policy 
making »ositions now held by sources under the control of 
the bureau have, in effect, already greatly neutralized 
the organization as a security threat. 


Tne NYO has also given a great deal of consideration 
to a counterintelligence type program against the OAAU. 
In view of the above however, it is felt that a general 
counterintellisence program aimed at destroying the 
organization appears to be unnecessary at this time. 
Furthermore, past actions as consummatec in the killiny 
of MALCOLi! X and the burning of Nation of Islan (NOI) 
Mosque #7, NYC, manifests the violent vropensities of scme of 
these people. Consequently, the NYO feels that to disrupt, 
induce e further split or generally cause antazonisan 
within this group or between it and another such as the NOI, 
may place the Bureau in a position of initiating action 
which may lead to vplence and bloodshed perpetrated by 
excitable and uncontrolable individuals within these groups.

On June 28, 1944 MALCOLM X LITTLE , founder and leader of the Muslin 
Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly announced the formatior of a new, all Kegro 
militant civil rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This announcement was made at 
a public rallv held by the MMI in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadwav and 154th Street, 
New York City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU ais read by MALCOLM X 
at this meeting indicates that it shall include "all" people of African descen 
in the Western Hemisphere, as well as “our" brothers and sisters on the African 
continent. It is patternec after the "letter and spirit” of the Orsanizatiorn of 
African Unity established (by African heads cf States) at Adcis Ababa, Ethionia, 

in Mav, 1943. 
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A recorcing of tie remarks of MALCOLE X at this meetine indicates that 
the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate differences between Nerroes so they can work 
together for "human rieht3," while the initial cbicctive is to "internaticenalize" 
the American civil rir’ ts movement by taking it to the United Ilations. LITTLE 
condemned the non-violent civil rirhts movement anc clairs that Metro23 should be 
taught to protect themselves, when anc if necessarv.

On April 16, 1965, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 


During the evening of April 14, 1965, JAMES WARDEN, 
who, according to the source, is also known as JAMES 67X and 
JAMES SHABAZZ,: spoke at Lincoln University, Oxford, Pa., to 
a mixed group of "Negroes and whites.” 


WARDEN stated he was a follower of MALCOLM LITTLE. 
He said that LITTLE did not die in vain as he, WARDEN, and 
LITTLE's other followers would continue with the work 
started by LITTLE until LITTLE's program is achieved. 


WARDEN stated that ELIJAH MUHAMMAD did not have 
LITTLE killed. He said LITTLE's death wast caused by the 
Government because the Government had created a war between 
two Negro organizations; namely, the followers of MALCOLM 
LITTLE and the followers of BLIHAM MUHAMMAD. 


WARDEN then criticized President JOHNSON. He said 
the President was showing more concern about foreign 
problems than he was about the problems of the Negre pe»ple 
in the United States. WARDEN said the President shculd hov 
send troops to Vietnam, but instead should send tnem to 
places in the South such as Selma, Ala. 


WARDEN said he felt it is a time when Negroes 
should have arms at hand-or nearby for their own protection. 
He said there were other things he would like to say, but P 
could not because the group was mixed. He said after the 
meeting he would be glad to answer aunties ieee and 
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JAMES MONROE KING WARDEN | . 


WARDEN concluded by asking the group to keep in 
touch with him and to send as much money as possible to him 
in New York. 


A collection was then made. $25.00 was collected 
and turned over to WARDEN. . 


At the close of the meeting a group of young 
Negro students asked WARDEN to explain what he meant by 
feeling it was time for Negroes to have arms. He said he 
meant what he said, that they should have arms for their 
own protection. He said they should obtain arms and bury 
them so they would be available when needed. He said they 
could not keep them in their homes as the police would take 
them. 


The source described WARDEN as Secretary to 
the late MALCOLM LITTLE and a current leader 
of Muslim Mosque, Inc., (MMI) and the 
Organization of Afro-American Unity (OAAU). 


Characterizations of MMI and OAAU are 
attached. 


Source stated that WARDEN arrived at Lincoln 
University with three negro males. HANIF A. WAHAB, "MAX" 
(INU), and “wooDY" (LNU). 


On May 4, 1965, the source was shown a photograph 
Of MAXWELL CURTIS STANFORD. Source identified the photo- 
graph as being identical with one of the above Negro males; 
however, he was not sure it was the one called "MAX," 


A characterization of STANFORD and the 
Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM), an 
organization STANFORD is reportedly 
affiliated with, is attached.

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‘ MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED 


The March 13, 1964 edition of "The New York Times", a daily news- 
paper published in New York, New York, contained an article on page 20 which 
indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the Nation of 
Islam (NOI) who broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the Muslim Mosque, 
Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to the article would be a broadly . 
based politically oriented black nationalist movement for Negroes only, 
financed by voluntary contributions. In this public etatement MALCOLM X 
urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence when it is necessary to 
defend themselves in the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested that 
Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and property in time of 
emergencies in areas where the governmen? is unable or unwilling to protect 
them. 


Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 146, 1964, with the 
Business Section, Clerk of Courts. New York County, New York, New York, re- 
flect that the MMI was incorporated under the Religious Corporaticn Law of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Isiamic Faith and Islamic 
Religion in accordance with "accepted Islamic principals." The principal place 
of worship to be located in the Borough of Mannattan, New York, New York. 


. Tne May 23, 1954 edition of the "New York Amsterdam News", a weekly 
Negro newspaper published in New York City, contained an article by columnist 
JAMES BOOKER in which he indicated that he had heard that the visit by MALCOLM 
X with Muslim leaders during his African tour has changed him to become soft 
in his anti-white feelings and to become more religious. 


On October 6, 1964, a conficential source advised tnat. the MMI is 
apparently affiliated with the true orthodox Islamic Religion through its 
affiliation with the Islamic Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside Drive, New 
York City. The only teachings of the MMI are on the Islamic Reliszion. 


A second confidential source advised on October 20, 194, that the 
headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite l2¢, Hotel Theresa, 2990 Seventh 
Avenue, New York, New Yurk, where they were established on March 15, 1964. 

4 These headquarters are shared with the Organization of Afro-American Unity 
(OAAU) which is also headed: by MALCOLM X. 
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On June 2A, 1944 MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and leader of the Muslim 
Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly announced the formation of a new, all 
Negro militant civil rights action group to be known as the Organization of 
Afro-American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This announcement was 
made at a public rally held by the MMI in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 


146th Street, New York City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU aims read by MALCOLM 
X at this meeting indicates that it shall include "all" people of African 
descent in the Western Henisphere, as well as “our" brothers and sisters on the 
African coritinent. It is patterned after the "letter and spirit" of the 
Organization of African Unity established (by African heads of States) at 


Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates 
that the aim of the OAAl! is to eliminate differences between Negroes so they can 
work together for "human rights", while the initial objective is to "inter- : 
nationalize" the American civil rights movement by taking it to the United 
Nations. LITTLE condemned the non-violent. civil rights movement and claims that 
Negroes should be taught te pretect. themselves, when and if necessary. The OAAU 
will sponser a program for Negrees of education, politics, culture, economics 


and social referm. 


On August 1S, 1944 a confidential source advised that the headquarters 
of the OAAU are located in MV] headquarters, Suite 12F, Hotel Theresa, 2090 7th 


Avenue, New York City. 


REV ONARY ACTION 


On November 3, 1964, a source made available a document entitled "The 
Revolutionary Action Movement Manifesto", the document having been obtained by the 
séurce from an individual known to be a menber of RAM. 


This document stated, in part, that RAM was officially organized in the 
Winter of 1963, by Afro-Amcricans who support the revolutionary objectives of ROBERT 
F. WILLIAMS, now residing in Cuba, and his concept of organized violence to achieve 
the liberation of the Afro-American people in the United States. This Manifesto 
reflected that RAM had oriented its program to one of education and political revolu- 
tion and the organization of a "black" political party with revolutionary objectives, 
having recognized the need for a "black revolution" that could and would scize powse:, 
RAM philosophy is described in this document as one of revolutionary nationalisn, 
that is, one involving the struggles of the non-white races of the world against ex- 
ploitation and enslavement by the white capitalist and imperialist nations. 


Regarding WILLIAMS, above, it should be noted that on August 28, 1961, 
4 Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte, North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful 
Flight to Avoid Prosecution for the Crime of Kidnapping. Subsequent to the issuance 
of this warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United States to Cuba, where he now publishes a 
monthly newsletter entitled, "The Crusader", from Havana. 


On November 16, 1964, a second source advised that he learned recently 
from a RAM member that the organization was begun in Detroit, Michigan, largely under 
the impetus of DON FREEMAN, Cleveland, Ohio, described as the "Father" of RAM and 
referred to as RAM's "Black Stalin." FREEMAN now serves as RAM Chairman, with MAXWEi, 
STANFORD, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, serving RAM as Field Chairman. This second 
source advised that there is no formal headquarters, as such, for RAM at present, bu’ 
that headquarters are, in effect, with FREEMAN since he plays a dominant role in the 
leadership and directs the policies and activities of the organization. 


This second source, in September, 1964, advised that RAM is dedicated to 
the overthrow of the capitalist system in the United States, by violence if necessar,, 
and to its replacement by a socialistic system oriented toward the Chinese communist 
interpretation of Marxism-Leninism. RAM is entirely non-white in membership, clandes- 
tine in nature, and owes its primary allegiance to the "Bandung World”, that is, the 
non-white races of the world, rather than to any national entity as such. 


To date, according to the second source, in November, 1964, RAM has orga- 
niged units and membership in several of the larger cities in the United States east 
of the Mississippi Fiver, and the organization is currently active, attempting to rs. 
it new members and expand its sphere of influence.

The purpose of this "Day" is to commemorate the 
40th birthday of Malcolm X, who was assassinated on February 
21, 1965, to renew the memory of Malcolm X in the Harlem 
section of New York City (NYC) and to earn money for the 
OAAU. The plans for the day include a pil.,rimage to the 
grave of Malcolm X at Ferncliff Cemetery, Hartsdale, New 
York, at 11:00 AM on May 19, 1965; and a “Memorial Cultural 
Tribute” to Malcolm X a* 8:00 PM, May 19, 1965, in the 
Rockland Palace, 8th Avenue and 155th Street, NYC. Admission 
to the latter will be $2.00, and it will include speeches 
and entertainment.

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI 
in the Audubon Ballroom, Proadway and 166th Street, New 
york City.

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it 
shall include "all" people of African descent in the 
Western Hemisphere, as well as “our” brothers and sisvers 
on the African continent. It is patterned after the “letter 
and epirit" of the Organization of African Unity established . 
(py African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in 
May, i963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work tofether for 
“human rights," while the initial objective is to 
‘internationalize” the American civil rights movezent by 
taking it to the United Netions. LITTLE condemnec the non- 
violent civil rights movement end claims that Negroes should 
be taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary. 

Tne OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes of education, 
politics, culture, economics, and social reform.

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and fe 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly | 
onnounced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant | 
civil rights action group to be known as the Organization | 
of Afro-American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. | 
This announcement was made at a public rally held by the | 
MMI in the Audubon Fallroom, Broadway and 166th Street, | 
New Yor: City. | 


A printed and published statement of basic 
OAS eims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates | 
tuat it shall include "all" people of African descent | 
in the Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers | 
and sisters on the African continent. It is patterned 
after the "letter and spirit" of the Organization of 
African Unity established (by African heads of States) 
at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at 
this meeting indicates that the aim of theQiAU is to 
eliminate differences between Negroes so they can work 
together for “human rights," while the initial objective 
is to "internationalize" the American civil rights move- 
ment by taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned 
the non-violent civil rights movement and claims that 
Negroes should be taught to protect themselves, when ; 
and if necessary. The OAAU will sponsor a program for | 
Negroes of education, politics, culture, economics, and 
social reform. 


On May 17, 1965, a confidential source advised 
that the headquarters of the OAAU are located in MMI head- 
quarters, Suite 128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 7th Avenue,

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MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI) 


The March 13, 1964 edition of "The New York 
Times," a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which indicated that 
MATCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the 
Nation of Islam (NOI) who brake with the NOI on March 8, 
1964, publicly announced in New York City on March 12, 
1964, that he had formed the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). 
The MMI, according to the article, would be a broadly based 
politically oriented black nationalist movement for Negroes 
oni;, financed by voluntary contributions. In this public 
stutemei:t, MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine 
of non-violence when it is necessary to defend themselves in 
the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested that 
Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and property 
in time of emergencies in areas where the government is 
unable or unwilling to protect them. 


Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
196/|, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law cf the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Isiamic principals." The principal place of worship to 
be locaed in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 


The May 23, 1964 edition of the "New York Amsterdam 
News," a weekly Negro newspaper publisned in New York City, 
contained an article by columnist JAMES BOOKER in which he 
indicated that he had heard that the visit by MALCOLM X 
with Muslim leaders during his African tour has changed 
him to become more religious.

- appointed leader of the black race in the United 
States. Its purpose is separation of the black 
man from the devil (white race) through establish- 
ment of a black nation.
